was a scene of wild confusion when 
the vote was cast that decided tho long- 
fought contest. The democrats cheered 
until the roof cracked, orubraood each 
©thor and danced iu glee. 
Dr. M oore won d not listen to a prop­ 
osition made by the republican steering 
committee during the morning, that he 
become the candidate of tho republican* 
and farmers.

After Speaker Crafts had formally

It is 
true that the travelers generally call it 
rubbing, but the motion and pressure 
are sometimes no greater than that of 
the muzzles of two dogs making or ce­ 
menting acquaintance. 
The pressure 
and rub are secondary and emphatic. 
The juncture only means the compli­ 
ment, “You smell very good I” 
It is illustrated in the Navigator 
group, when the noses of friends are 
saluted with a long and hearty rub and 
the explanatory words, “Good! very 
good; I am happy now!” The Calmucks 
also go through a suggestive pantomime 
of greeting, in which they creep on their 
knees to each other and then join noses, 
as much as possible like the two dogs 
before mentioned.

MEN WHO CHANGE THEIR NAMES. 


G e m m ily R e t Aln T h e ir G iven C ognom ens. 
o r a t L e ast th e In itia ls . 
“Do you know that Jacob Kronfeld, 
who was before Commissioner Iloyno 
charged with smuggling, did something 
unusual in changing his name?” re­ 
marked one of Uncle Sam's secret serv­ 
ice men. 
“It is not strange that ho 
saw fit to change his name, of course, 
but Ilia manner of doing it was unusual. 
Ile adopted tho name ‘Gustave Lange’ 
a complete change, you see, for his real 
name. 
People who for convenience or 
from necessity temporarily alter their 
names very rarely make a complete 
change, as Kronfeld did. 
“It may surprise you to know that 
there is quite a degree of regularity ob­ 
servable in assuming fictitious names— 
certain peculiarities which are to be ex­ 
pected in the false name which serve to 
indicate that it is not the real name of 
the man who claims it. 
Of course 
when a man determines to adopt a ficti­ 
tious name there is no way to predict 
what the new one will be, but it is 
pretty safe to guess that it will possess 
certain known characteristics. 
“If you have not investigated the 
subject you very likely imagine that 
when ‘John C. Brown’ finds it neces­ 
sary to assume another name he is 
likely to become ‘George T. Jackson.’ 
Well, thifl is not the case. 
Moro than j 
50 per cent, of fictitious names have no 
change except in the surname—‘John 
C. Brown’ becomes ‘John C. Baker.’ 
Well, of course, this is only another 
case of the ostrich hiding herself by 
covering her head. 
“Sometimes tho middle initial is 
changed. 
But tho given name gener­ 
ally remains—it is tho last to go. 
And 
when it does go it generally is replaced 
by another name having the samo in­ 
itial. 
Here, then, are tho changes to 
be looked for in the sequence in wliich 
they are usually found: 
‘John C. 
Brown’ becomes ‘John C. Baker,’ then 
‘John W. Baker,’ then ‘James C. 
Baker.’ 
Ninety per cent, of the ficti­ 
tious names assumed to escapo detec­ 
tion contain at least one of tho initials 
of the man’s truo name. 
“It isn t an easy matter for a man to 
change his name. 
A name cannot be 
drawn on and off like a glove. 
It is 
born with a man and seems to be a 
part of himself. 
Even the worst crim­ 
inals usually cling to their real names 
—changed in some respects, true, out 
not completely changed. 
‘Billy the 
Kid* never becomes ‘Jack the ‘Terror.’ 
“Tho Kronfeld case, I presume (for 
I know nothing about it), is an instance 
in which tho name of another person 
has been assumed. 
I'll venture to say 
that ‘Gustavo Lange’ is not a mythical 
personage, but a flesh and blood ac­ 
quaintance of Kronfeld, who lives on 
tho other side of tho Atlantic.”—Chi­ 
cago Mail.

Jones’ claim wa9 that when on the 
carve at Afton, the baggageman came 
oat on the platform with a club and said 
“whatare you djm g here? get off.’* 
Jones says he looked at the other buys 
to see what they were going to do, and 
thai ie the lzst he remembsra until he 
found himself by the 
side of

Baggageman 
Patterson indignantly 
denies that he threatened Jones, but 
says thai be thinks th at Jones was hang­ 
ing on tbe outside of the train aud was 
struck by a oattle guard. 
Jones' father, C. E . Jones, lives near 
Beloit and was injured two years ago at 
a railroad accident In Illinois. 
He re­ 
ceived $2 OOO from the oompany for in 
june3 lectured. 
Janesville people scoff at the idea of 
Pattersou’s being charged with knocking 
Jones from the train.
